ti-Candeira pipeline, longest in 
the country, which should facili- 
tate a production increase in this 
area. Brazil, he reported, pro- 
duced two million barrels of oil 
While this represents 
only ten days of Brazil’s consump- 
tion of oil, as a result of the ex- 
pansion of the oil industry, Pe- 
trobras this year will produce 
more than five and a half million 
barrels or a month’s consumption. 

When this is expressed in 
money terms, it means that Bra- 
zil’s production of oil during this 
same period will effect a saving 
of around US$17,000,000. With 
these measures both of the Go- 
vernment and of Petrobras, Bra- 
zil will be producing by the end 
of 1957 about fifteen million bar- 
rels of oil.

Roads 

In speaking of the road prob- 
lem President Kubitschek stated 
that Brazil is developing the pro- 
gram calling for the construc- 
tion of thirty-five hundred kilo- 
meters of paving. Along with this 
a study is being made for the ex- 
pansion of the country’s road net- 
work. 

He also revealed that Brazil is 
making an effort to increase the 
capital of Petrobras to Cr$20,- 
000,000,000 and also to develop a 
fund for the expansion and re- 
equipment of the country’s rail- 
roads. The transfer of the impost 
on combustibles to ad valorem will 
permit a granting of 75 per cent 
for road mileage, 15 per cent for 
an increase in the capital of Petro- 
bras and 10 per cent for a road 
fund. 

Automobile Industry 

Concerning the possibility of 
developing the automobile indus- 
try, the President stated that this 
month will see the conclusion of 
the study of the incentives for in- 
stituting an automobile industry 
in Brazil. He felt certain that on 
the basis of these studies various 
groups would plan to manufac- 
ture automobiles, trucks and trac- 
tors in Brazil.

Farming Qutstrips 
Population Rise 


Agricultural Production 
Increase Higher Over 


A Decade 





| The Brazilian economic periodi- 
‘cal, Conjuntura Econémica, em- 
phasizes the fact that within the 
last decade agricultural produc- 
tion in Brazil increased at a 
higher rate than did the popula- 
tion, except in the year 1947. De- 
velopment in the sectors of both 
farming and stock raising has 
been satisfactory. In the field of 
extractives the phenomenon shows 
an opposite tendency. 

The per capita index of agri- 
cultural production is printed 
elsewhere on this page. The 
“quantum” per capita in 1955 in 
the three sectors of agricultural 
production increased by 2.4 per 
cent over 1954. This is principally 
due to the increase of 3.2 per cent 
in farm production. Animal pro- 
duction increased by only 0.5 per 
cent, while that of vegetal produc- 
tion showed a reduction of 0.9 per 
cent. 

Regional Analysis 

Breaking down the total “quan- 
tum” of agricultural production 
according to the various physio- 
graphic regions reveals some im- 
portant facts. First, there is an 
accentuated rate of increase in the 
North and Central West regions. 
However, these two regions fur- 
nish only five per cent of the coun- 
try’s total agricultural production, 
while their population represents 
seven per cent. 

In the Northeast region, after 
the drought damage had been 
overcome, production in the last 
two years took a decided turn for 
the better. At present that re- 
gion’s production participates by 
14 per cent in the country’s total, 
while the population is 24 per cent. 

Better 1955 in East 

In the East region, considering 
that from 1953 to 1954 there was 
practically no increase of produc- 
tion the 1955 production was very 
encouraging. This region is re- 
sponsible for about one quarter

Forei gn Investment Im port Licenses 


The Brazilian Embassy has just republished the text of the per- 
tinent sections of Law No. 2145, dated December 29, 1953, which 
determines the standards of Brazil’s foreign commerce. The following 
sections summarize in unofficial translation the necessary require- 





ments for the granting of import licenses for an assemblage of indus- 
trial equipment, without exchange coverage, which is intended as a 
foreign investment in Brazil. There is a twofold division, the first of 
positive criteria, the second of restrictions. 

Positive Criteria: 

I. With regard to the stability of commercial balances: 

1. Industries which supply a substantial demand of the 
domestic market, contributing to a reduction in imports 
so that their installation or expansion foresees, within 
a reasonable time, a direct saving of exchange; 
Industries which propose the production of exportable 
goods at prices no higher than those prevailing in the 
international market whose bid and asked prices in the 
foreign market foresee an entry into this market.
